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Union Handbill 


Call For Boycott 
Upheld By Court 


L A N S IN G IA P ' — Tile right of 
union representatives to distribute 
handbills urging a boycott of non­ 
union-made clothing at a shopping 
center has been upheld in a split 
decision 
by 
M ichigan's 
Suprem e 
Court. 


T ile 4-4 split W ednesday result­ 
ed in the upholding of an injunc­ 
tion by W ayn e C ircuit Judge Theo­ 
dore Bohn 
against the operators 
of the 55-acre W onderland Shop- * 
ping 
Center 
in 
Livonia. 
U nder the injunction, the oper­ 
ators w ere forbidden to interfere 
with the distribution of handbills 
by 
the 
A FL- C IO 
A m algam ated 
Clothing W orkers of A m erica out­ 
side the United Shirt Distributors 
store at the center. 


“ There is no appreciable differ­ 
ence between these shopping cen­ 
ters and the historic public m ar­ 
kets of earlier d ays,” wrote Ju s ­ 
tices Eugene B lack and Otis Sm ith 
in 
a 
joint opinion, concurred in 
by two others.

H o w ever, Etherington prom ised 
to voice his opinions of “ ill-ad­ 
vised ” com m ents in the report. 
T ile S E C special study com m it­ 
tee assailed several time-honored 
stock

practices, 
m ostly 
concerned w ith tho m ark e t’s 
in­ 
side w orkings rath er than a ctiv­ 
ities d irectly touching the public. 
It called for new curbs on short 
selling, 
floor 
traders 
and 
stock 
specialists, tighter supervision of 
trading in 
unlisted 
securities 
in 
the over-the-counter m arket 
and 
an im proved system for handling 
odd-lot or sm all volum e transac­ 
tions, 
To 
the 
financial 
com m u n ity’s 
relief, there w as no blanket de­ 
mand for segregating the broker 
and 
dealer 
functions 
of

W a ll Street firm s. 
One section of the report urged 
elim ination 
of 
floor 
traders 
by 
Ja n . 2, 1965. It said these brokers 
w ho buy and sell for th eir own 
account, enjoy u n tair advantages 
over others. 
O f 1,366 N e w Yo rk Stock E x ­ 
change m em bers, a sm all m inor­ 
ity indulge in m uch floor trading 
— quick turnover deals. Fifteen of 
them account for one-half the vo l­ 
ume in this category. 
T he S E C said they are u n b u r­ 
dened by the need to pay com ­ 
missions and 
favored by k n o w l­ 
edge not vet public.

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Voices O f Dissent 


Educators are increasingly concerned about “ rugged 
conform ity” in our society and well they might he, although 
they have certainly contributed to the condition which now 
causes them concern. There are great pressures in modern 
schooling and public life to force conformity to the popular 
way of doing things. The dissenter is on his way to getting 
a poor mark in school or defeat in the school hoard election. 
The danger which educators .see in this is that while it 
may not he as socially abrasive to run with the crowd as to 
he a rugged individualist, Hie crowd creates nothing. Cre­ 
ation always comes from individuals. 
Schools are using various techniques n o w to reach the 
individual and to encourage individualism hut the very need 
for this specialized approach shows that we’re not doing it 
well and that, we’re trying with a rather superficial gimmick 
to overcome a basic failure of individualism. In a historically 
free country with increasing leisure and means we are be­ 
coming conformists more and more, as alike as frankfurters 
or jelly beans, although the sociologists say that organiza­ 
tion man is free to he an individual. 
Our national journals, like our educators, show their 
concern about our think-alike trend and purposefully print 
articles designed to counter popular thought and stimulate 
doubt and inspection. The Saturday Evening Post regularly 
prints a “ Speaking Out” contribution of dissent. Its latest, by 
Harold Schonberg, music critic of the New York 'l imes, de­ 
scribes our national “ culture explosion” as a phony. 
In a manner which should puncture many balloons flown 
by speakers al^ commencement exercisces, Schonberg says 
our pretensions to cultural growth are fake. To help keep us 
humble he suggests: 
That of the $1.7 billion spent on books most went for 
paperbacks and that the best sellers were Erie Stanley Gard­ 
ner and Mickey Spillane and their wlio-dun-it and spilled 
guts and that the Gallup Poll found last February that half 
of those interviewed hadn’t read a single book in the pre­ 
vious 12 months. 
U.S. broadcasting boasts ll hours of classical music a 
week, but that this is a 133 hour week and that when classi­ 
cal discs appear on best seller lists they’re Both from the top 
or lower. 
There are 1,200 symphony orchestras iii the U.S. but 
only a dozen pay their musicians a living yearly wage. (De­ 
troit almost missed its next symphony season on this issue.) 
W e have some of the best opera singers in the world, hut 
they’re not in this country. W e have only one major opera 
house to employ them, the Metropolitan. 
W e have some oft unusually talented young pianists but 
only about six can make a living giving concerts. 
The 7ft-plus cultural centers of Hie nation are as phony 
as the 1,200 symphony orchestras, says Schonberg. 
He says thoughtful people in the arts wonder about the 
cultural centers’ concentration on buildings instead of artis­ 
tic results. 
Tile anthropolgists say we’re an industrial society, the 
first of its kind. Not being leopards, we can put on spots, but 
they m ay not stick. W e have put the private music teacher 
on the public school faculty to musicalize all of us but it 
doesn’t seem to work that way. Meanwhile we retain freedom 
to change and can listen to Kostelanetz or Bernstein, read 
Spillane or Shakespeare.

F o r over 20 years anticoagulants 
h ave been given to persons w ho 
suffered from the results o f in­ 
tern al 
clotting— notably 
strokes 
and coronary heart 
attacks. 
The 
reason 
for 
giving 
anticoagulants 
was to 
prevent 
fu rth er 
in tern al 
clotting. This m eant 
long - term 
treatm ent w ith these drugs, and 
meant striking a balance betw een 
the dose needed to prevent clot­ 
ting and the am ount that w ould 
cause in ternal bleeding, as in the 
unsuspecting rat. 


Iii order to w alk this tightrope it 
is necessary for the person w h o is 
taking anticoagulants to have fre­ 
quent checkups of the am ount of 
clotting elem ents 
in his 
blood. 
U n d er carefu l m edical supervision 
such persons arc under no great 
danger of in ternal hem orrhage un­ 
less some other factor such 
as 
frostbite 
or 
an 
infection 
enters 
the picture. 


T hey arc. how ever, a lw ays 
in 
danger of having an uncontroll­ 
able hem orrhage following a sm all 
cut, and if a dental extraction or 
other 
operation 
becomes 
neces­ 


s a r y , special precautions m ust be 
taken 
to prevent severe loss of 
blood. 
Thousands of doctors are still 
giving 
their 
patients 
anticoagu­ 
lants and appear to be 
satisfied 
w ith the results. Bu t an increas­

P O R T H U RO N OP—There is a 
parody that goes something bke 
this: “ If you can keep your head. 
while all 
about you 
are 
losing 
{heirs, then you just don t kno\A 
what’s going on.’’ 
Sometimes the people who are 
prim arily responsible for the traf­ 
fic safety of this state feel just 
{his way about lawmakers. These 
safety experts devote their lives 
to saving ours on the highways. 
It 
is perfectly obvious 
to them 
that certain changes in our legal 
processes 
must 
be made if we 
arc to minimize death on the high­ 
ways. They are losing their minds 
in frustration while the legislators 
temporize, saying, “ let's be calm 
Le t’s not 
get radical about the 
situation.” 
And they might add: “ Let's not 
stir up the monkeys politically. 
To use the vernacular, what’s bug­ 
ging the traffic safety experts at 
the moment is the driver licensing 
process. It s too loosely done in 
many parts of the state and we 
all darn-well know it. If you can 
look around you and say that a1! 
of 
your 
friends 
are 
perfectly 
capable, 
qualified 
drivers, 
then 
I ’ll 
admit 
that 
my 
statement 
about 
driver licensing it mere 
hyperbole. 
Driving Is Privilege 
But. I ’ll bet you can't. 
I 
have 
heard the 
statement 
made that if you could know the 
mental and-or physical condition 
of every driver you passed on the 
road each day, you would ne\er 
drive again. 
Operating a motor vehicle is not 
the constitutional right of every 
citizen. Tt’s a privilege and with 
the privilege goes responsibility. 
In other articles of this series. 
we are covering the matter of re­ 
sponsibility. 
In 
this 
particular 
piece the key word is “ privilege. 
The present method of driver li­ 
censing has been tried and found 
wanting There are too many dis­ 
crepancies between one law en­ 
forcement agency and another, too 
m any 
loopholes, 
too 
m any 
in­ 
stances of human relationships 
It has been proven, again and 
again, that if driver license tests 
are not given uniform ly and cold- i 
blooded Iv. then there is too much 
hot blood spilled on the highway. 
Actually, there aren’t m any real 
traffic safety experts, but those : 
who qualify have howled for years j 
and years that we must have bet- ; 
ter 
licensing 
procedures. 
They j 
know exactly what should be done 
but they can’t get the implement- ' 
mg legislation. 
W hy not? 
Changes Recommended 
One of the big reasons is be­ 
cause there are political implica­ 
tions. The legislators know that 
they are not going to do any po­ 
litical favor for their friends in j 
the county sheriffs departments if 1 
they relieve said sheriffs of driver 
license fees and the personal con­ 
tact wn th voters the present driver 
license law gives them 
This is not to say that a good 
m any sheriffs don’t do a conscien­ 
tious job of d river licensing, but 
even 
at 
that 
the 
conscientious 
discharge of duty is not always 
the best performance. 
Yes. a change in driver licens­ 
ing procedure is 
highly recom­ 
mended by the m ajority of traffic 
safety experts. 
The recommendation Is made to 
you and to me and it’s up to us 
to pass along these wise conclu­ 
sions to our slate representatives I 
and senators. 
B y the way. if you get a chance 
to do this why don’t you at the 
same time propose to your senator 
or 
representative 
the 
establish­ 
ment 
of 
a 
continuing 
traffic 
study committee as part of their 
legislative 
pursuits? 
There 
is . 
nothing new about this continuing ! 
study idea. The legislatures and 
assemblies of m any other states ( 
have successfully established sim- i 
ilar groups in a constant effort to | 
curtail the frightful loss of useful 
lives, the tragic deaths and bil­ 
lions of dollars in property loss 
on our highways 
Don’t be bashful. Step right up ! 
and tell them. Unless they have ; 
gamed a peculiar, political arro- . 
gance. they’ll listen. They’ll act. 
too. if enough of us make the de- ( 
mand. 
I 
lf you don’t think this is worth­ 
while. take a look at the person 
nearest and dearest to you who 
drives a car. Then remember that 
his or her chance of being in an 
automobile 
accident 
during 
the 
corning year is one in IO. Remem­ 
ber, too, that without proper leg­ 
islation. these odds aie being rap- 
idl> reduced.
